This is in response to your attached Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request received in 
this office on October 25, 2013, and assigned FOIA case number 14-F-0068. 

As you may not be aware, there is no central FOIA processing point for the entire Federal 
Government, or for the Department of Defense (DoD). Within DoD, each of the Military Services 
and DoD Agencies process requests for records relating to their own organization. This office for 
example, only processes requests for records related to the Office of Secretary of Defense and the 
Joint Staff (OSD/JS). We are unable to determine a connection between the records you seek and 
the OSD/JS. Thus, we are unable to process your request. 

. The information you are seeking would likely be maintained by the United States Central 
Command (USCENTCOM), which maintains its own FOIA office. If you have not already done so 
you may request these records, if they exist, directly from that office. Be sure to include a time 
frame for the records you are interested in.
